Socceroo captain Jimmy Rooney will play 
his 50th full international match in Austra- 
lia’s clash with England at the Sydney Sports 
Ground on Saturday night. 


And after celebrating Aus- 
trallan soccer’s centenary, 
Rooney should go on to over- 
take Peter Wilson and 
become our most capped 
international 


Rooney will play three 
games for the green and golds 
against Northern Ireland in 
June and three against Chile 
in August, bringing his total to 
56. After the Socceroos’ 
world tour in November-De- 
cember, Roonsy should pass 
Wilson’s total of 62 caps 
during the World Cup quall- 
fying series next year.

Rooney thrives on challeng- 
es. During his 124 years in 
Australian soccer he always 
has marched towards new 
horizons. Winning the Argus 
Medal while with Lions as 
Victoria‘s best player on 1969 
started the hunger that still 
gnaws away inside him. 


He reached for bigger things in 
moving to Sydney in 1970 to join 


Prague. Sydney was the soccer 
capital then. Not so now. 

Before leaving, he had been 
given his first taste of represen- 
tative football in the Victorian 
State team, coached by ARale 
Rasic. That was the start of a 
lasting partnership. 

Although Rooney's motto is to 
look forward, not back, he doss 
agree to give us his “Best Elev- 
en’ of Australian players. It is, in 
4-3-3 formation:

Rooney hopes that the glamor 
surrounding Saturday's Australia 
v. England match will bring home 
to all soccer faderations the need 
to make youngster more aware of 
the top level of soccer, to make 
them aim at reaching the Philips 
League, if not the national team 
itself. 

“*At the moment, kids are play- 
ing matches at 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon, whereas they should 
be coming along to PSL with 
their fathers,’ he says. 

“You won't see young Aussie 































Saturday. The games are played 
early, so the kids can go and see 
their VFL heroes play afterwards. 

“That's one way to halp the 
kids identify with the game’s per- 
sonalities and to help build a star 
s' ” 

The Australia v. New York 
Cosmos match which drew 50,- 
000 to the Showgrounds last year 
did a fot towards establishing 
Eddie Krncevic, Ken Boden and 
Tommy Cumming as Socceroo 
stars. The England game, to be 
televised throughout Australia, 
will continue that process.

RON GREENWOOD (England coach): Born Burniey, Lancashire. His 
family moved to Landon when he was a boy and he eventually joined 
Chelsea as a wing-half. Returning from war-time service with the RAF, 
Bradford Park Avenue paid 3,000 pounds — than a record for the club 
— for his transfer in December, 1945. Returned to London when Brent- 
ford signed him in tMarch, 1949, and it was with this club that he really 
made his reputation as a strong centre-half intelligent footballer, and an 
ideal captain. 


/n all he made over 300 Footbal! League appearances. 

He was appointed assistant manager at Arsenal in November, 1958 
and took over as manager of West Ham United in April, 1961 — only 
the fourth manager in the club’s history 

Under Greenwood's direction the club had its fans cheerfully singing 
the West Ham theme tune ‘i'm Forever Blowing Bubbles’ in Britain and 
Europe, with success in the European Cup. 

He wes appointed temproary England team manager for the home 
friendly international metch against Switzerland in September, 1977, 
and the World Cup qualifying matches against Luxembourg and /taly. He 
was offered the position of permanent manager to prepare the England 
team and the supporting teams for the next two years after the Italy 
match, Under Greenwood England has lost only three games in as many 
years, 


MARK JANKOVICS 
(Marconi) has recently retur- 
ned to his finest form with 
brilliant’ performances for 
Australia against AC Milan and 
for Marconi against league 
leader Heidelberg. In both 
games, he scored vital goals. 
Top scorer in the PSL with 18 
goals last season, Jankovics 
had a form lapse during the 
Socceroos’ tour of China, 
which carried over into the 
early part of the PSL seasons. 
But he’s staking a strong 
claim now to e permanent 
place in the national team, 
knowing he has stiff com- 
petition from Krncevic and 
Cole. Was second highest 
scorer in St. George's 1975 
championship win and trans- 
ferred to Marconi in early 
1978 for $7500. Made his 
international debut againat 
New Zealand under Brian 
Green in Auckland in 1976.

The Balton-born striker made 135 appear- 
ances with Plymouth before transferring to Ipswich where he notched up 98 appearances, 34 goals before the 
start of last season. Made his England debut against Luxembourg in 1977 and has five full caps to his credit.

JIM CAMPBELL (Heldelberg Utd}: Has been the foremost 
midfielder in the Philips League In recent weeks. His coach and 
team mate Jimmy Rooney goes so far as to describe Campboll as 
the best midfielder in Australia. Joined Heldstberg In aarty 1977 
after having played for Bedford Town in England. Although he 
plays midfield, he is among the top dozen PSL goalscorers on 
average since the league started. Has tremendous work-rate, a 
shrewd football brain, lots of skill, a penchant for one-twos and a 
nose for goal. Called into the national team for the first time for 
the series against Czechoslovakia this year. Appoarances: 33 
internationals: 2. 
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TOMMY CUMMING (Essendon Croatia): The only State 
League playor in the national squad, Cumming won the Rothmans 
Medal fast year as Victoria‘s No. 1 player. One of the smallest 
men in top soccer, but alao one of the hardest fighters and one of 
the most dangerous near goal. Came from the Scottish Junior 
leagues to join Sunshine City In the Victorian State League In 
early 1976 and transferred to Croatia in 1978.

He has represented his 
State 13 times, Gutandorf used Cumming for the firat time In the 
1-1 draw with Partizan Belgrade in Newcastle early last year. He 
has played 12 games for the Socceroos (4 Internationals) and 
scored two goals.

On the Soc- 
ceroos’ China tour he put on 
an excelent midfield perform- 
ance against the Canton Army 
team after replacing Jimmy 
Rooney.

PETER SHARNE (Marconi), 
Speedy winger who made his 
Socceroo debut in the 1977 
‘World of Soccer” tournament 
against Arsenal (3-1) and Red 
Star {2-3}, and also appeared as a 
substitute in the World Cup quali- 
tying series that year. Was chosen 
along with club mate Paul Degney 
for the 1978 series against 
Greece but both were dropped 
again after they had played for 
Marconi when they should have 
been resting for Australia’s game.

Many people still maintain 
that the 1969 team which 
failed by one goal to qualify for 
the World Cup finals was the 
most talented Austrailia has 
had.

*‘Rale organised us. We 
made fewer mistakes at the 
back, and we brought the ball 
forward constructively 
through the midfield and the 
forward.”’ 

But they criticised Rasic for 
being too dofensive, didn’t 
they? “‘He had to start some- 
where,’ is Rooney’s retort. 
“We tried to braak as often as 
we could and when we did 
break, we did so with six or 
seven players — except in the 
finals, which was under- 
standabie.” 

Rasic has been Rooney’s 
advisor. ‘‘He's always helped 
me. [‘ve leant on him through- 
out my career,”’ says the 
player of the coach. 

That's the cue to talk about 
other coaches under whom 
Roonsy has played, Jimmy 


who has been blamed for 
Austratia‘s failure in the 1977 
World Cup qualifying series. 
“Shoulder didn’t get much 
help,” says Roonoy.’’The poli- 
tics were maybe a bit too 
much for him. However, at 
coaching he was brilliant.

And Rudi Gutendorf? 

“‘Ho’s been around and he 
knows what it’s all about. He 
has the respoct of the players 
and he’s done a good job in 
getting the best available 
playera together. There are 
still a few under consideration 
but once we settic down, we 
should start playing to an or- 
ganised system and I’m con- 
fident we can get to Spain.”’ 

Gary Byrne of Marconi is 
one player Rooney believes 
should be included in Austra- 
lin’s first eleven.

1 formed this conclusion 
while watching Hellas’ ex- 
cellent display against St 
George before Milan played 
Heidelberg/Marconi at the 
Sydney Cricket ground. 

St George, with its new sign- 
ings Ernie Campbell and Peter 
Stone, did not play badly but 
the composure and teamwork 
shown by the Melbourne team 
was outstanding. 

South Melbourne made the 
top four in the first year of the 
Philips league under Dave 
Maclaren, but I do not believe 
it ever played quite so .con- 

* vincingly during that season as 
it did at the Cricket Ground. 

Playing to the in-vogue 4-4-2 
system, which I discussed a 
few weeks ago, South Mel- 
bourne played beautiful short, 
interpassing soccer. 

The slower tempo one-touch 
style suits the vastly ex- 
perienced Alun Evans and, 
surprisingly, his partner the 
speedy Duncan Cummings. 

The inter-passing is broken 
up with the many dribbles of 
the midfielders-cum-wingers, 
George Campbell and Branko 
Buljevic. 

Most of the build-ups started 
at the back, where sweeper 
Bernie Lutton was a key fac- 
tor, though the other back four 
players also are highly skilful. 

This especially applies to 
young Alan Davidson at full 
back. 

The only query about 
Davidson is his ability to con- 
tain players and this is the 
major query I] have on this 
South Melbourne team — 
whether under pressure they 
are prepared to work and graft 
to keep their goal intact until 
they can restore their own 
style again. 

St George did not apply that 
type of pressure. It does not 
have the players to do so. 

It played a similar style to 
South Melbourne, but not as 
well. 

This brings me to another 
previous topic of mine-~ 
Players win games! 

Of course the quality of 
coaching, management, mo- 
tivation fitness and team se- 
lection will effect a player’s 
performance — but generally 
11 players of superior standard 
will wim over players of a 
lesser standard. 
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South Melbourne had better 
players on the field than St 
George. 

St George’s former State 
league defender Richard 
Yamine was matched against 
England under 23 international 
Evans, inexperienced Peter 
Terry was opposing Australian 
international ummings. 
Former State League player 
Billy Griffiths was matching 
his inexperience against 
former Scottish star Camp- 
bell, 19-year-old Peter Kath- 
olos found it hard to match the 
wiles, skill and experience of 
the gifted Buljevic. 

This was the story round the 
field and was the reason for 
the 3-0 result to the Melbourne 
club. 

Continuing on this premise, 
which among the bottom 
teams — West Adelaide, 
Blacktown City, Brisbane 
City, Leichhardt and St 
George — has the best playing 
staff? 

St George has wonderful 
depth throughout its lower 
grades but unfortunately not 
enough players are ex- 
perienced or top class. 

1 really am surprised at 
APIA-Leichhardt’s current 
position, because it does have 
class players. 

Brisbane City seems a little 
bare. Last year it carried a lot 
of luck with it. 

Luck is an important factor 
when you meet teams, wheth- 
er they are on a high or a low. 
Penalty kicks, shots against 
woodwork, injuries, all these 
play an important part in the 
eventual team placing. 

I cannot accept the criterion 
that West Adelaide and Saints 
are team building. 

Both clubs have had three 
and a half seasons to do that. 

Looking at the Blacktown 
City staff, Mick Jones seems 
to be doing 2 good job there. 
But despite Blacktown’s

He was: then 36, still fit 
enough to mix it with fellows 
like Murray Barnes, Mark 
Jankovics, Phil O'Connor and 
the rest who were playing 
State league just before the 
advent of the Philips league. 

And over them he had this 
priceless asset of 20 years of 
professional soccer with all 
that it meant to his reading of 
the game, organising of 
players and general com- 
posure under pressure. 

At age 37 Stowell took over 
as coach of Sydney Olympic 
for the start of the Philips 
League and again in Austral- 
ian fashion, was kicked out of 
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the job after just 
months. 

Overnight he was lost to the 
game as both player and coach 
as he retired to his northern 
NSW home to spend more time 
with his young son, a budding 
star in the northern NSW 
junior team. 

Bis comeback as a player 
came this year when Mick 
Jones, coach of Blacktown 
City, desperate for ex- 
perienced player to guide his 
youngsters, tol dhim to dog out 
his boots and give it a goe at 
Gabbie Stadium.
